Whaler* U«* a Cannon and an 


ExplMivt Harpoon. 


Whaling with modern methods la 


4ia»han waters is an txciiing game, 
•specially for those who are new to 
the business. 
The modern whaling 


•teainer is a little vessel almost round 
on the bottom, which enables it to bo 
turned and managed with the greatest 
•ase. Mounted at the bow is a small 
cannon that shoots a harpoon weigh- 
iae more than 100 pounds and having 
an explosive head, called the bomb. 


If the shot IB good and the harpoon 


Is planted squarely behind the fin the 
bomb crashes into the lungs, killing 
Instantly; if not. the struggle may last 
for several hours. 


After a whale has been killed the 


Carcass 
is 
brought alongside the 


boat and inflated so that it will float. 
A -ong coil of rubber hose, ope end 
of which is attached to a pump, and 
the other to a hollow spear-poiuted 
tube of steel, with perforations along 
Its entire length, is used for this pur- 
pose. 


The spear is thrust well down into 


the whale's side, the air pump started 
and the body slowly filled with air. 
When inflf ted enough to keep it afloat 
the tube is withdrawn, the incision 
plugged with oakum and the carcass 
cast off. A buoy with a flag is at- 
tached to the body, and it is then set 
adrift to be picked up at the end of 
the day's hunting. 


The whaling station is a group of 


buildings situated in a bay or cove 
near enough to the feeding grounds to 
allow the steamer to come in each 
night 
with the day's catch. The 


whales are anchored at a buoy in front 
of a long, inclined platform, upon 
which they are drawn, tail first, by 
means of a steam winch. 


The saying that every part of the 


pig but the squeal is now of market 
ralue is also a fact with the whale. 
Not a particle ot the animal is wast- 
ed. After the skeleton is stripped of 
flesh it is disarticulated and the bones 
chopped in pieces. 


The blubber is tried out for oil and 


the meat and bones are boiled for the 
same purpose. Later the flesh is arti- 
ficially dried and sifted, making a fine 
guano, and the bones are ground up 
for fertilizer. Even the blood is boiled 
and dried with the flesh, and the wa- 
ter in which the blubber has been 
tried out makes excellent glue. The 
fins and tail, after being sliced into 
thin strips, are salted and barreled 
and shipped to Japan as an article of 
food.

Houses Built of Meerschaum. 


The town of Vallecas, in Spain, Is 


almost entirely built of meerschaum. 
Vallecas has on its outskirts great 
quarries of a meerschaum too coarse 
for pipe making, and a meerschaum- 
built town is the result—an ivory- 
wbite town that shines in the Spanish 
sun. 
In Morocco meerschaum is so 


plentiful that they use it, when soft 
and fresh, for soap. It gives a plenti- 
ful and cleansing lather. Ekdischehr, 
in Asia Minor, supplies the world's 
meerschaum. There are 2,000 mines, 
large and small, and 
8,000 Kurd 


and Persian meerschaum miners work 
day and night in them. 
The meers- 


chaum comes from the earth yellow, 
and turns white after ten days bleach- 
ing in the sun. 


Setting Fire to a Whale. 


A dead whale, seventy-five 
feet 


long, came ashore at Phillips Cove, on 
the Maine coast, and large numbers of 
tourists went off in motor boats to 
have a good look at the monster. Then 
the town authorities towed the car- 
cass two miles out, and inserting into 
it sticks of dynamite, set the ex- 
plosive off. What was their astonish- 
ment wiien the whole animal burst 
Into flames, fed by the whaie oil for 
which whales were once so much 
hunted before the discovery of petro- 
leum. The flames shot ten feet high, 
and the carcass was several hours in 
burning, the beach being lined with 
astonished spectators.

Ih the outskirts of the old city of 


San Domingo, of the Dominican re- 
public, among the shacks, dilapidated 
dwellings and mass of debris that lit- 
ters this section of the town bordering 
the bay, stands a giant oak.

Egyptian "Sabak." 


This name is given to a peculiar 


kind of manure employed in Upper 
Egypt, and found on the sites of 
ancient Arabian habitations. Even 
the crumbled walls of the habitations 
themselves have added valuable in- 
gredients to the deposits, because the 
walls were composed of earth inter- 
mixed with an abundance of straw. 
The sites of these ancient dwelling- 
places are rerognSted, in the first 
place, by the finding of relics of house- 
hold articles, and e\en bits o* jewelry. 
The deposits are found in successive 
layers, indicating that the sites have 
been occupied, abandoned, and reoc- 
cupied a number of times. Chemical 
analysis shows that the deposits of 
"sabak" are veritable beds of nitrates.

Recent excavation at the Maumbyry 


Rings Circle, m England, is regarded 
as corroborating the tradition that a 
Roman amphitheater occe existed on 
that site. A stratum of quartz, flint 
and fragments of shells, such as the 
Romans placed on the surface of the 
arena where glad'.r-tors fought, has 
been found there. A very interesting 
fact Is that other remains indicate 
that the place was used by Neolithic 
people as a flint workshop. It is ap- 
parent that they used picks made of 
deer's antlers to excavate the pit 
where the flint was found. The pit is 
30 feet deep. 
The place seems to 


have been almost continuously occu- 
pied since Neolithic times.
